AN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10.~—The 
S fiercest storm that this city has 

experienced in many years swept 
over San Francisco today, causing the 
death of one man, injuring a score of 
others’ and doing damage estimated 
at half a million dollars.

(Other specimens occur white, blue- 
green, violet blue, yellow, gray, red, 
flesh red and brown.) “Cross fracture 
conchoidal and uneven. Brittle.’ Your 
Samples are “ordinary” apatite (as- 
paragus stone.) “The name  phds- 
phorite wsa used by Kirwan for all apa- 
tite. Apatite also varies as to 
the proportion of fluorine to chlorine, 
one of these elements sometimes re- 
placing nearly or wholly the other. The 
formulas of the two varieties are: 
Phosphorus pentoxide 40.92, lime 52.80, 
Chiorine 6.82, wihch equals 191.54, and 
phosphorus pentoxide 42.26, Mme 65.56, 
fluorine 3.77.

‘ST. JOHN'S MEN’S CLUB HEARS 
INTERESTING LECTURE. 


N. Bowditch Blunt Supports Water 
Supply Project With Convincing 
Facts Derived from Several 
Months’ Study in the Field—Ciub 
Extends to Him Hearty Thanks. 


A very comprehensive presentation 
of the great Owens River project was 
made last evening by N. Bowditch 
Blunt, an engineer of the Los Angeles 
water department, who has spent sev- 
eral months in Pesearch work in the 
field. He was listeried to by about 
fifty members and friends of the Men's 
Club of St. Joseph's Episcopal Church. 

Mr. Blunt told of the present source 
of the’ water supply of the city and its 
limitations, -the present and future 
needs of the city and, incidentally, the 
surrounding country, and of the avail- 
able sources of an additional supply. 

He pointed out that Los Angeles will 

not build wisely for the future if it 
builds at the expense of any of the 
contiguous agricultural area. With 
reference to a supply from the San 
Gabriel River and the coastal plains, 
he pointed out first that the water of 
the coastal plains are needed for irri- 
gation, but do not suffice for the irri- 
gation of the plain; second, that there 
are convincing evidences that the 
draughts already made upon the waters 
are in excess of the supply; third, that 
if the city was to instal! wells, it would 
be at the expense of agricultural lands, 
and fourth, that fhere is grave doubt 
as to whether the city could maintain 
title to the waters, even if developed, 
except at great expense. 

The Muhave watershed would provide 
insufficient water, would involve great 
cost for work, trouble with a water 
company and devastation of land. 

Kern River has also been considered, 
but this involves prior right, and would 
jeopardize land valued at $40,000,000. 

Mr. Blunt, in presenting some of the 
main features of the Owens River plan, 
said that the rainfall in the Owens 
Valley is two inches annually, and in 
the mountains, fifty inches, ‘and that 
all this feeds the Owens River, which 
has a flow of 30,000 inches. 

The largest dam, he continued, would 
be an earth dam in Long Valley, ap- 
proximately 100 feet high. The total 
capacity of the reservoirs is equa] to 
60,000,000,000 gallons. The length of the 
present survey is 210 miles to the place 
where the waters will be poured into 


| the San Fernando Valley. 


The project calls for from fifteen to 
seventeen miles of tunnels, sixteen 
feet across and twelve feet high, the 
longest of which would be five miles 
in length and require four years in 
bullding. 

He stated that the options 
longing to the city include nine- Enths 
of the property fronting on the Owens 
River, which is under the absolute con- 
trol of the city. 

The discussion which followed elicited 
the fact that the city has acquired ce- 
ment property south of Owens Lake 
which will supply enough cement of 
the highest grade to build the entire 
conduit. The cement conduits wil] be 
6% inches in thickness, and 326,000 tons 
of cement will be necessary, 

The cost will be approximately $21,- 
000,000. The travel of the water would 
be at the rate of four miles per hour. 
The city can get along for the next 
‘five years with its present supply and 
then the additional supply would be 
ready. A separate conduit could sup- 
ply Pasadena by gravity without re- 
sorting ‘o pumping.

4NVASION OF STREETS. 


Water Board Objects to Extension of 
Basements to Curb Line—Wiil 
Ask Ordinance. 


The Water Commission decided yes- 
terday to ask the City Council to pass 
an ordinance forbidding the encroach- 
ment of buildings on public property 
under sidewalks. Private property in 
land extends only to the street line, 
and the space between that line and 
the curb belongs to the city, yet it has 
become the almost universal practice 
of property owners to seize that 
Space and extend ithe basements of 
their buildings under the sidewalks, 
even to the outer line of the curb. 
There is no warrant whatever for such 
invasion of public property, yet it is: 
carried to such an extreme in the bus- 
iness districts of Los Angeles, as to 
be an intolerable nuisance and a me- 
nace to life and Hmb. 

Hatchways extending across almost 
the whole width of a sidewalk are 
numerous, and when these are open th 
streets are nearly impassable. Fourth 
street, between Broadway and Hill. 
for example, is virtually monopolized 
by abutting property owners. Open 
hatches and sidewalk elevators force

A life insurance policy for $1000, In the 
Woollmen of the Worid was made in 
favor of Kev.

FOURTH RIB BROKEN, 

The autopsy, conducted by Dr. E. H.

‘COLIC AND WEAK HEART. 

Dr. S. A. Ellis said that he had known 
S arp for thirteen years, had treated 
him often for lead colic and for a weak 
heart which always manifested itself 
during the colic attacks.

(Sunday.) He complained of pain in 
his chest.

. Say Theyll Win, - 


Point to Progress Since a 
City Was Made. 


Claim Municipality Hasn't 
Had a Chance, 


In a regular called electior’ today 
Glendale will decide by popular vote 
whether it will retain its present form 
of municipal government or disincor- 
porate in order to vote on the ques- 
tion of annexation to Los Angeles at 
some subsequent date. 

The question has been. discussed from 
a to z on the streets and in the stores 
-and homes of the pretty little foothills 
town, and unless the disincorporators | 
drag out a large and hitherto uncan- 
vassed vote, it is believed that Glen- 
dale will vote to remain incorporated. 
The present form of )govefnment, its 
supporters declare, has’ not yet had @ 
fair trial. The stand-patters declare 
that they will bring out such an over- 
whelming vote to the polls today as 
to bury the movement for disincorpora- 
tion, which they say has had its in- 
ception in the revolutionary habits of 
a single disgruntled politician and pro- 
moter. Last night, on the eve of the 
ballot fray, the sixth-class city was 
sizzling hot, 

“Our incorporation has not yet had 
a fair trial,’ said Edgar Leavitt of 
Glendale. “We were incorporated .in 
February, and before we could get or- 
ganized and well under way, the Gov- 
ernor proclaimed about a hundred hol- 
idays on account of the San Francisco 
disaster, which suspended for that time 
all municipal action. j 

“When we incorporated we began 
with an empty treasury, and so con- 
tinued until a tax could be levied and 
collected. Money from this source has 
been coming in only since October. 
This explains why we have been in- 
corporated so long and so little has 
been done, and of which unjust com- 
plaint has been made.

I have taken the register and 
gone over the entire list of names till 
I know how nearly every man stands.” 
“Business property will not be worth 
half what it is today if we disincer- 
porgte,.” says H. M. Overton. “Resi- 
dence lots will decrease in proportion. 
The moral influences of the town will 
suffer. We want a clean city like Pas- 
adena, and we wil! have it unless we 
take a step backward.”
